Kraushaar discloses an UV optical Barr filter comprising the organic solar blind filter dye 
of 2,7,-dialkyl-3, 6-diazacyclohepta-l,6-dieneperchlorate(col. 1, lines 1-20). 

Kraushaar also discloses the optical filter further comprising a layer of thallium doped 
potassium iodide (col 1, lines 30-50). The potassium iodide can be considered as part of the 
substrate(col. 2, lines 25-35 and figure 1). 

Kraushaar discloses the optical filter comprises the same solar blind filter dye on the 
substrate comprising KI as claimed. Accordingly, the same optical filter would also have the 
same properties as recited in claim 14. 

In addition, the optical structure shown in figure 1 is also considered as an optical device, 
which comprises the disclosed optical filter. 

Accordingly, Kraushaar meets the limitations of claims 1-5, 10-14 and 25. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 8-9 contain allowable subject matter with respect to the elected species and are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including the elected species, all of the limitations of the base claim, and any 
intervening claims.

Claims 6-7 and 15-24 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim.
